Washingrton, 
Jan. 12.—Secre- 
tary Lansinpf today 
telegraphed 
General Carranza calling for the 
prompt piuiishment of the bandits 
who executed seventeen Ameri- 
cans near Chihuahua, Monday. 
Through Eliseo Arredondo, the 
newly appointed Mexican ambasr- 
sador here, it was arranged to 
bring the bodies from Chihuahua 
to Juarez on a special train. 


Secretary Lansing's announce- 
ment on the case was that the 
United States would look to Gen- 
eral Carranza "for satisfaction." 
The question of what steps the 
United States will take depends 
upon 
the development 
of the 
facts. 


Lansing's Statement. 


Secretary 
Lansing 
issued 
a 
statement in which he said the 
state department/'feels 
that 
it 
took every possible precaution to 
pi-event Americans from exposing 
their lives in a region where 
guerilla warfare is in progress" 
and that "it is to be deplored that 
its advice was not followed." 


"Every step will be taken to 
see that the perpetrators of this 
dastardly crime are apprehended, 
and punished," he said. 


Intervention Proposed. 


As soon as the senate assembled 
Senator Sherman, republican, in- 
troduced a resolution proposing 
intervention in IMexico by the 
United States, and tho six Pan- 
' American nations which have act- 
ed with it in Mexican affairs, un- 
less Treneral Carranza comiilies 
with a demand to protect foreign 
lives aiid propert>^ 


Tho rcftolutioTi whiob

to the forfigTi rolatioiis committee, pro- 
posed that it hp the pense of the sen- 
ate, in view of recoTit ^Texican 
out- 
rages against Ameriran fitizens that a 
demand be made upon Opn.

Americans: that other countries of the 
•western hemisphere be invited to join 
in that demand, and that, in event of 
failnre to complv with that 
demand,

Given in Summary 


The British forces under General 
Townshend have made several sorties 
from Kut-fel-Amara on the 
Tigris, 
each time having been repulsed with 
losses, according to the current state- 
ment by the Turkish war office. The 
official 
communication 
makes 
the 
definite assertion that this force ^ 
surrounded. 


It was announced in London yes- 
terday that British relief forces com- 
ing up the Tigris were at a stand- 
still more than 20 miles down the 
river. 
The Turkish unofficial ad- 
vices have claimed the defeat of this 
force with heavy losses. 
The Brit- 
ish declare they have the better of 
the situation and that the halt of 
Gen. Aylmer's relief column is be- 
cause of weather conditions and the 
necessity of removing their wounded 
by the river. 


A long range naval battle in the 
Black sea between the Turkish war- 
ship Sultan- Selim, formerly the Ger- 
man cruiser Goeben, and the Russian 
battleship Empress Maria is report- 
ed by 
Constantinople. 
The 
latter 
was hit by the Turkish vessel's fire 
but the Sultan Selim was undam- 
aged, it is declared. 


Constantinople 
claims that 
con- 
siderable losses were suffered by the 
entente forces in their evactiation of 
the tip of the Gallipoli 
peninsula. 
Parties of the retreating troops who 
refused to surrender and fled toward 
the landing places were wiped out 
the Turkish statement asserts. 


The 
German 
offensive 
in 
the 
Champagne on Sunday was preceded 
by a 24-hour bombardment, one of 
the heaviest the Germans hare yet 
developed against the French lines, 
a Paris dispatch states. 
A prompt 
counter attack gave the Germana no 
time to organize the positions they 
carried and negatived their effort, 
the dispatch adds. 


New York, .Tan. 12.—Twelve attempted 
raids on London by Zeppelins during De- 
cember were repulsed by the British, 
chiefly through large fleets of aeroplanes, 
and three of the German air craft were 
destroyed or captured, according to Dr. 
W. H. Vincent, of the colonial medioal 
corps, who arrived today on the Amer- 
ican liner Philadelphia. 
"The real rea- 
son why Zeppolines have not been able 
to bombard London or its suburbs since 
Oct. 14 last," said Dr. Vincent, "is be- 
cause the British have established aa 
elaborate and efficient defense againct 
the German air-raiders. 


"During the month of December th«re 
were twelve separate attempts by Zep- 
pelins to reach Ijondon. 
From two to 
four Zeppelins participated in each at- 
tempt.

ward on account of the war, the buyer 
would probably pay more for his au- 
tomobile than formerly, and, certainly, 
not less.

' The city council, as the sinking fund 
commiKsion of Fort Wayne, on Tuesday 
night held a session immediately follow- 
ing adjournment of the regular meeting 
of the council and authorized City Comp- 
troller W. C. Baade to accept the offer 
made by the R. M. Grant company, a 
bond concern in Chicago, to sell to Fort 
Wayne at 99 cents on the dollar $60,000 
of mimicipal bonds due in November, 
1919, snd bearing 
per cent interest. 
After a brief discussion the sinking fund 
commission unanimously voted to give 
the comptroller the authority to make 
the deal. 
The Grant company has on 
hand $100,000 of Fort Wayne municipal 
bonds that it wants to have redeemed at 
the price quoted Comptroller Baade. The 
discoimt of 1 per cent will effect an im- 
mediate saving of $500 on $50,000 of 
l.-onds and the city will 
additionally 
save $250 in interest for almost four 
years. 
The city has about $52,000 in 
the sinking fund and is receiving 3 per 
cent interest from the depositories. Thus 
the city will gain Ys of 1 per cent inter- 
est each year. 
Comptroller Baade, on 
Wednesday morning, wired the Chicago 
bond house his acceptance of the offer, 
which is considered advantageous. 


OfScers Re-Elected. 


The main business of Tuesday even- 
ing's meeting of the council was 
the 
election of presiding officers. The coim- 
cil paid President William A. Bayer and 
Vice-President 
Eugene B. Smith 
the 
compliment of election without division. 
After the election of President Bayer 
he delivered a short inaugural ^dress 
revie^ving municipal progress during the 
past year and outlining some possible 
great public improvements, for the pres- 
ent year. Conspicuous among these were 
a. municipal auditorium and the con- 
struction of a dam in the IVIaumee river 
east of the city to create a siifficient 
stage of water in the three streams with- 
in the city to afford boating pleasures 
for the people. 


The President's Address. 


President Bayer's address in full was 
a.s follows: 


"To my mind our city has progressed 
most wonderfully during the last fit- 
teen years, for it is about that many 
years since we commenced to take 
on 
metropolitan airs. 


"The work accomplished has been 
tremendous and one has but to drive 
over our beautiful city to see the won- 
derful strides made, and these improve- 
ments have not been made only in one 
section, but can be seen in all portions 
of Fort Wayne. Nevertheless, there are 
still many great projects which should 
be put under way and those which have 
been started should be completed at the 
earliest opportunity. 


"We should have an up-to-date gar- 
bage plant. Its location should be cen- 
tral and along a steam railroad. 
Oui 
fire department should 
be completely 
motorized. 
This would not only tend 
to greater efficiency and a reductii^ 
in the 
expense 
of 
maintenance, but 
would also be a big saving to all our 
citizens in fire insurance rates. 


"Our track elevation work should bo 
carried on more i-apidly than has beeu 
done diirine the past two years. While 
it is true that man-^^ obstacles had to 
be met and overcome in the past, from 
now on the work should progress more 
rapidly. 


Some Things Hoped For. 


"The progress made in the establish- 
ment of the park and boulevard system 
has l)een very satisfactory. Let us hope 
that as much will be afcomplished in 
the coming year as has been during the 
year just closed. 


"I hope something 
will 
be 
accom- 
plished during the new year toward 
giving us an eight-foot stage of water 
in our rivers throughout the city by 
the construction of a collapsible dam 
at tlic eastern city limits instead of the 
open sewer we now have. 


"The question of the erection of an 
auditorium no doubt will be submitted 
to a vote of the people next fall. Let us 
hope a majority will vote in favor of the 
proiect. 


"These may be looked upon as large 
undertakings, but they are all much 
needed improvements, which would be 
of vast benefit to our citizens, and I 
would favor the irsc of the credit to 
carry them out in order that those of 
us who are here now may have the 
benefit therefrom as well as the coming 
generations." 


Other Matters in Council. 


The council referred to the committee 
on finance an ordinance to appropriate 
$14,500 to the fire force account. 
This 
appropriation is for the purpose of mo- 
torizing the equipment at engine house 
Xo. 1, for which provision was made in 
the last budget. Because a milling ma- 
chine purchased for the 
fire-department 
last year out of the current appropria- 
tions had not been delivered and tho 
money had therefore reverted to 
the 
general fund, the council passed to the 
committee on finance an ordinance reap- 
propriating the money, a procedure the 
law requires. 
The ordinance appropri- 
ating $852.07 from the park board gen- 
eral fund to the park board improve- 
ments and betterments account to pay 
for the Wayne trace pavement along 
Sieling park was passed a^d the rules 
were suspended to -pass an ordinance 
appro]»riating .$304.60, on recommenda- 
tion of the city attorney, to effect a set- 
tlement of the Harley Fomoiigh damage 
claim against the city.

J. E. Rumsey, the Suicide^ 
Was Formerly a Real 
Estate Man. 


Worrying over his 
financial 
failures, 
which brought on mental weakness. Is 
the cause that was given by a relative for 
the act of J. EL Rumsey, whose lifeless 
tody was found on the bank of the Mau 
mee river near the foot of Francig street 
Tuesday morning. 
The son-in-law and 
an 
'undertaker 
came 
to 
Fort 
Wayne 
Wednesday morning and accompanied the 
body home Wednesday afternoon via in 
terurban. 


Mr. Rumsey had made his home with 
his daughter in Indianapolis since 
his 
failure in business in 1913. 
He lost his 
entire fortune in New York city, where 
he had been engaged in the real estate 
business ever since he had resided in 
this country 
He was born in EJngland 
and came to America when a young man 
Several times.he had mentioned the fact 
at his daughter's home that he intended 
to take his life. He left several times for 
other cities in the vicinity of Indianap 
olis but each 
time was 
brought back 
home. Nearly a month ago he expressed 
the idea that he was going to visit Fort 
Wayne, which he had not seen for nearly 
twelve years. 


His son-in-law, as did J. H. WooHng, a 
personal friena who was mentioned In the 
dead man's messages, persuaded him not 
to go. 
However, one evening when his 
son-in-law 
returned he had 
gone. 
Mr, 
Kumsey wrote home several times for 
money and each time when a check was 
tent to him a letter was sent with it 
pleading with the aged man to return. Mr. 
Bumsey was 63 years of age. 


Saw Rope on the Bridge Rail. 
One day the latter part of last week 
Valentine Goeglein, the Columbia street 
hardware merchant, was walking to his 
home. 1030 Delaware avenue, in company 
with a neighbor. 
Tliey saw tied to the 
north guard rail of the bridge, 
about 
thirty feet from the west end a half-inch 
rope that hung into the water. Both men 
spoke of t he rope and Mr. Groegleln's com- 
panion said: 


"I'll bet there's a man on the lower 
end of that rope." 


No investigation was made at the time, 
but a,fter learning of the finding of Rum- 
Fey's 'body with a rope about the neck, 
Mr. Goeglein reported to the police what 
be had seen and examined the rope taken 
from Runisey s body. 
He pronounced it 
the same size and quite similar in texture 
to that he saw on the bridge rail. The 
piece of rope tied to the bridge had dis- 
appeared. 


It is believed that Rumsey hanged him- 
self from the Columbia street bridge and 
that the swift current of the flood then 
raging caused the rope to be sawed off 
on the rough edge of the iron work, per- 
mitting the body to drift down stream.

The report of the British con- 
sular agent that seventeen were killed, 
together with the escapc of Holmes, ac- 
counts for the eighteen listed by min- 
ing officials. 


Men Face Firing Squad. 
Mining men here pieced together the 
scant outline contained in Holmes' cryp- 
tic- tehrgiam. According to this informa- 
tion the train was stopped at Kilome- 
tre 68. 


The American men were compelled to 
descend and lined up along the 
cars. 
Holmes was at the extreme left end. 
A 
firing squad took a position opposite, 
and as they raised their rifles Holmes 
started a race for his life toward Chi- 
huahTia City. 
He could hear shooting 
and bullets swisting past, and ran until 
out of soimd of the firing. 


Monday night he reached Chihuahua 
City. His only thought, apparently, was 
of his wife, presuming the news of the 
affair had reached the border. 


Sends News to Wife. 
Whether he could send no more in- 
formation or whether he believed the 
news of the raid had reached El Paso 
through the de facto government can- 
not be ascertained, but he sent a mes- 
sage to the mining company requesting 
that Mrs. Holmes be advised that he was 
at the capital and safe. 


The message was brought to the office 
of the American Smelting and Refining 
eompa.ny, and caused anxiety, for it was 
known Holmes had been on the train 
scheduled to leave Chihuahua City for 
the camp. 
Before the telegraphic cen- 
f-orship was imposed communication was 
established with other mining men in 
Chihuahua City and the report that the 
Americans on the train had been killed 
cached this city. 


News of the raid caused consterna- 
tion among the families of the mining 
men supposed to have been on the train, 
most of whom reside here. 


Confirmation Is Received. 
Confirmation of the shooting of Mau- 
ice Anderson, a clerk, was received last 
ight. 
It was a brief message from his 
father, Roland Anderson, at Chihimhua 
City, to his mother, reading: 


"Maurice is no more.

"The ideal is reached," say he, "-wlien 
nothing is actually given to the fam- 
ily. 
Money is more profitably spent 
•when used for maintaining a corps of 
trained agents who will make a thor- 
ough investigation to find out what ails 
the family and then remedy it." 


Mr. Sutton's profession is law, but his 
diversion is B03' Scouts and his recrea- 
tion helping 
somebody to help them- 
selves. Tt is his opinion that you can- 
not correctly judge the efficiency of a 
charity by estimating how many cents 
out of each dollar goes directly to the 
poor. 


Mr. Sutton docs not speak loosely, 
but as the result of careful study and 
long experience in charitable work. He 
illustrated what he means.

It is a disease that busy men should

again it is most likely to carry off some 
close friend ivhom you probably consid- 
er in the best of health. 


Grim proof of this Is shown by the

In 1908 pneumonia 
claimed 61,259 lives from one-lxalf the 
population of this country,^the only reg- 
istration figures available. 
In the five 
years from 1904 to 1908 it slew 2ftr,.'508 
victims in the registration area, which 
for that period also only averaged half 
the population of the country. 


It is the type of man who can "eat 
and drink anything" who is the easiest 
victim of pneumonia. 
The man Avho is 
over-fed. overfat, overweight, often over- 
Avorked and more often a heavy drinker. 


This type of man is found between 
the ages. of 35 and 65 years and that 
explains pneumonia's ruthless toll of the 
middle-aged. 
' 


Fat and florid men, those of the "rud- 
dy" type, will die.from pneumonia where 
the norsial man likelj will get well. 


Tlie answer is simpe! 
^ e 
former type has been straining 
all his functional organs, perhaps, for 
years. 
His heart, chances are, is weak- 
ened from the strain of lifting the layers 
of fat tliat encumber it, and his blood, 
most likely is poisoned from excess of 
Avaste matter that the overtaxed body 
has been unable to throAV off. 


Pneumonia generally "runs its course" 
in six days. 
Tlie normal man's heart 
can stand tho strain of this disease for 
that length of time and therefore he gets 
A\cII.

But the heart of the "fat man, 
the 
drinker, t!ie excessive smoker can last 
only four or pQSsibly four and a half 
days and so they die. Even the farmer 
is an easy victim because of poor hous- 
ing.

Just a* 
the firing squad raised their rifles, he 
fled along the railroad track in the di- 
rection of Chihuahua. City, which he 
reached Monday night. A telegram ask 
ine that President Wilson demand full 
satisfaction from the Carranza govern 
ment, was sent to Washington by a 
committee of mining men.

Holmes was at the extreme loft end. A 
firing squad took a position opposite, 
and as they raised their rifles Holmes 
started a race for his life toward Chi- 
huahua City. 
He could hear shooting 


and bullets swishing past, and ran until 
out of sound of the firing. 


Monday night he reached Chihuahua 


City. His only thought, apparently, was 
of his wife, presuming the news of the 
affair bad reached the border. 


Sends News to Wife. 


Whether he could send no more in- 


formation or whether he believed the 
news of the raid had reached El Paso 
through the de 'facto government can- 
not be ascertained, but he sent a mes- 
sage to the mining company revesting 
that Mrs. Holmes be advised that he was 
at the capital and safe. 


The message was brought to the office 


'of the American Smelting and Refining 
company, and caused anxiety, for it was 
known Holmes had been on the train 
scheduled to leave Chihuahua CSty for 
the camp. Before the telegraphic' cen- 
sorship waa imposed communication was 
established with other mining men in 
Chihuahua City and the report that the 
Americans on the train had been killed 
i cached this city. 


News of the raid caused consterna- 


tion among the families of the mining
